On November 22, Coolman 
was taken ill with a virulent form of 
influenza, and died after several days 
of illness. His wife was taken ill a 
few days after her husband was 
seized, and she died a few days after 
her husband's death. The death was 
followed by tho death of the nurse 
who had attended them. The nurse 
was also a relative of the Coolmans. 


The hearing before the court re- 


vealed that the attorneys 'caused 
Coolman's safe at his Covina home 
to be forced open, when it was dis- 
covered that the will was missing. 
It has not yet been found. Attorney 
Shorer declares that the will he drew 
provided for the widow, two stop- 
sons, and contained charitable be- 
quests. Tho Coolman fortune was 
estimated at about $250,000. One 
stepson, Lloyd Taylor, is contesting 
tho petition of Attorney Sherer. The 
attorney deejares that he (Sherer). 
was named in the will as executor. 


The tragedy that wiped out the 


Coolman 
family, 
and 
subsequent 


events dealing with the disposition 
of his property have been matters of 
wide comment in Covina city and 
valley, where the Coolmaus were 
widely known. Whether Coolman de- 
stroyed the will he made, mislaid it, 
secreted it in a deposit box unknown 
to anyone, or whether the will fell 
into other hands, has been a matter 
of 'conjecture. None of his business 
and financial associates in Covina 
have as yet been able to throw any 
light on the mystery.

farm. 
Buildings, fences, and . other

soon be started. Furthermore, the 
flsh and game commission has prom- 
ised the Izaak Walton league to 
liberate in and close to the Angeles 
national forest, 2000 grouse, 2000 
wild turkeys, und 5000 quail. This 
will be done very soon. A shipment 
of Hungarian partridges has long 
been expected. These birds will be 
liberated somewhere in southern Cal- 
ifornia. Partly thru the efforts of 
the San Gabriel River chapter of the 
Izaak Walton league, a fish hatchery 
has been established in the San Ga- 
briel canyon. At this place 240,000 
trout are^now being held—the second 
best "herd" in the state.
